It was charged that 
Mr. Cromwell represented number of 
claimants whose securities would be ad- 
vaneed-in value if the United States took 
charge, -and that his agent represented 
to’ President Morales that Mr. Cromwell 
was responsible for the formation of the 
Government. of Panama and that the 
United States would do for Santo Do- 
mingo as much or more than had been 
done for Panama.

POLICE GUARD BARNS, 


Interborough Strike - Breakers 
Angry at Delay in Pay. 


SOME TALK OF VIOLENCE 


New Motormen to Get $3.50 a Day— 
Most of Them to Remain—Six 


Strike Indictments. ‘ | 


There was nearly a rebellion among 600 
Interborough strike breakers yesterday 
and last night, owing to the alleged un- 
fair treatment of the men by the com- 
pany. Possible violence was forestalled 
shortly before 10 o’clock last night by the 
calling out of police reserves of the Tre- 
mont and Morrisania Stations by Capt. 
Ferris, who was in charge of the big 
crowd in and about the barns of the In- 
terborough Company, at Third Avenue 
and» One Hundred and _ Seventy-ninth 
Street. 

The men had waited all day for the ar- 
rival of the pay car. They needed money 
to buy food, because the company yester- 
day quit providing rations at the barns. 
The pay car was expected to arrive in the 
afternoon, but it did not get up to the 
barn until-nearly 10 o’clock. 

Then there was a rush of the men for 
pay envelopes. 

Before that, according to the police, 
some men had shouted: 

‘“Let’s burn the road.” 

Capt. Ferris feared trouble and called 
out fifty extra policemen. 

When the men began to get their money 
one of the strike breakers said that the 
company had promised to pay the men 
from the time they took the places of the 
strikers on Tuesday morning of last week 
up to and including Wednesday, and in 
some instances Thursday. When the men 
examined their envelopes they found that 
they had been paid for the time from 
Tuesday to Saturday last. Again the men 
indulged in a lot of angry talk, 

A crowd gathered about the pay win- 
dow and demanded that explanation be 
made why they had not been paid in full 
for the time tnev had been at work. No 
answer was forthcoming from the pay- 
master, and the men declared they would 
not leave the company’s barns until they 
had been paid in full. 

Those who did get money went to sa- 
loons and admonished those who were to 
be paid off later that they had better 
stay in or about the barns all night, as 
there would be ‘‘ something doing.’’ Some 
of the men waited in Ine for three and 
four hours after the pay car arrived. It 
was announced that all of the men would 
not be paid off until after 8 o'clock this 
morning.

Capt. Ferris maintained a strong guard 
about the barns and communicated with 
Senior Inspector Cortright. In near-by 
precincts orders were given for the re- 
serve men to be in readiness for a call at 
any hour. 

Some of the strike breakers were pre- 
pared to go to Pittsburg. Later they 
were to go to San Francisco, where a 
big strike is expected by some on May 1. 
When Farley’s men were paid off they 
were told that they had the option of 
holding their jobs if they wanted to. A 


great many of them did so. When Far- 
ley recruited them in Western cities he 
secured their services for three weeks, 
promising, them permanent positions in 
the event ‘of success. If they did not care 
to remain in New York they were to be| 
sent home at his expense. 

Nearly all the motormen determined 
to stay with the Interborough. They 
will go on the pay rolls at $4.50 a day, 
Manager Hedley announced yesterday, 
notwithstanding the fact that motormen 
in the employ of the company are sup- 
posed to receive only $3 a day for the 
first year. 

“The men came to us when we needed 
said Mr. Hedley, ‘‘ and broke the 
strike. They are entitled to some con- 
sideration, and we propose to show our 
appreciation of their services by start- 
ing them off at the same wages they 
would receive after working for us a 
ear.”’ 

All of the old men who were taken back 
by the company are getting $3 a day. 
Although no official statement was gliv- 
en out yosserere it was learned that fully 
60 per cent. of the Interborough forces 
are now either new men or strike break- 
ers, aaeee half of them were supplied 
through Farley. 

Six en have been indicted by the Grand 
Jury for interfering with the Subway and 
elevated trains in the recent strike. The 
section of the Penal Code which they are 
charged with violating makes it a felony 
for any person to interfere with the ap- 
paratus or any part of a railroad train, 
or to interfere with the transportation or 
endanger the lives of passengers. The 
maximum penalty is twenty years in 
prison.

CANADA’S RICH OIL FIND. 


Vast Tracts Near Montana Boundary— | 
Oil of Highest Quality.

EGG LAKE, Alberta, March. 16.—Oil, 
which experts say is of the highest qual- 
ity ever discovered, is now gushing from | 
the earth in the Canadian Northwest. | 
Practically all of the country to the north 
of Montana is one vast, rich oil well. In| 
the extreme southwestern section of Al- | 
berta, five miles from the American | 
boundary iine, a thriving town has sprung | 
up within the past few weeks, populated | 
almost entirely by oil prospectors and | 
those interested in the development of | 
recent discoveries. 

The valley in which these oil wells lie 
is described by geologists as an enormous 
crevice caused by a volcanic eruption | 
cross-cutting the formation of the Rocky 
Mountains,and forming a basin into which | 
the oil has gathered until it has formed | 
enormous lakes underlying the rock for- 
mation at a depth of 1,000 feet. 

The oil is said to have been made by the 
distillation of the large coal bodies lying 
to the north, as the surface indications of 
oll in large quantities have been seen | 
throughout Alberta for a number of years.

Littleton’s Advocacy of Elevated 
Structure Questioned by Hinrichs. 


For nearly three hours yesterday after- 
noon the Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners heard arguments for and against 
the construction of an east side elevated 
railroad loop to connect the Brooklyn 
bridges. 

Twelve Brooklyn civic organizations 
were representeG. Several Manhattan or- 
ganizations also had representatives pres- 
ent. The scheme was bitterly opposed by 
the City Club, the East Side Civic Club, 
the Lincoln League, the Citizens’ Union, 
the Municipal Art Society, and several in- 
dividuals. Alfred R. Conklin threatened to 
enjoin the construction of the loop if the 
board approved the plan. President Orr 
toward the end of the hearing repri- 


|} manded some of the speakers for their 


antagonism and their criticism of the 


board. 

Frederic W. Hinrichs spoke for the Citi- 
zens’ Union and said that Mr. Littleton, 
the. orignator of the plan, formerly had 
been connected with the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company, and that Mr. Littleton 
scught to turn over valuable rights to 
that company. He said the affair was 
a stock-jobbing scheme. Mr. Grout de- 
clared that the board would recommend 
a subway loop and possibly an elevated 
loop also, while Mr. Hinrichs declared 


that the proposed five years’ existence of 
the loop never would be terminated, 

Lawrence Viellier, Secretary of the City 
Club, advocated a four-track trolley-car 
subway across Manhattan from. the 
Brooklyn Bridge terminal, with a loop at 
Washington and Warren Streets. Clinton 
G. Rossiter, ex-President of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, spoke in favor of 
the loop plan. President Littleton made 
the chief speech supporting the plan. He 
said it was beneath his notice to answer 
such insinuations as those of Mr. Hin- 
richs. He said that the loop plan would 
give the quickest and best relier to Brook- 
lyn. No action was taken by the com- 
mission.

In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Fischer the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday sustained 
protest by F. A. O. Schwarz of New 
York against the classification as manu- 


| factures of metal at 45 per cent. of minia- 


ture metal bells. The importer contend- 
ed that they were dutiable at 35 per cent. 
as toys. This claim was resisted by the 
Government on the ground that the arti- 
cles were not toys in the condition im- 
ported, but were only material for the 
manufacture of toys. Mr. Fischer rules 


|} that they may be.used for the amusement 


of children in the condition imported and 
sustains the importer’s claim. 

Mr. Fischer is also the author of a de- 
cision overruling a protest by Jacob Wald- 
er of New York against the rate of duty 
imposed on wire heddles for looms. The 
articles were assessed at 45 per cent. and 
14% cents a pound as articles manufact- 
ured from round wire. The importer con- 
tended that they were dutiable at the 
rates for round wire or as manufactures 
of metal at 45 per cent. Mr. Fischer de- 
clares that the heddles in the form in 
which they arrive in this country consist 
of flat steel wire made from round stéel

Their act on 
coming to the public knowledge was 
mot at once disclaimed by the Execu- 
tive; it was thought sufficient for Mr. 
Loomis to explain that the “‘ memoran- 
dum” would find its way to the Sen- 
ate in due time. Moreover, a dispatch 
manifestly authorized and inspired at 
the State Department on Jan. 22 and 
published in the columns of our neigh- 
bor The Tribune on the following day, 
conveyed to the world the information 
that in view of the gravity of the pre- 


vailing conditions in Santo Domingo

A BABY, BUT 4 FEET TALL 


All the Young Captive Had to Eat 
While Coming from California 
Was 120 Pork Chops. 


With an aggressive sweep of his five- 
inch beak and a stretch of his fine wings 
that measured something like ten feet, 
Search Me, the first California condor ever 
brought alive to New York, and a baby 
type of the rarest bird of prey in Nérth 
America, climbed on his perch at the 
New York Zoological Gardens yesterday 
afternoon and clamored for food.

‘Severe Cold Terminated Fatally 
at Palm Beach. 


HAD REMARKABLE CAREER 


Started as Stove Polish Vendor and 
Finally, with His Seven Sons, Built 
Up Great Smelting industry. 


| Word was received here yesterday that 
Meyer Guggenheim, the founder of the 
great smelting business controlled by M. 
Guggenheim’s Sons, was dead in Palm 
Beach, Fla., whither he had gone two 
| weeks ago, suffering from a severe cold. 

The career of Meyer Guggenheim was 
an extraordinary one. He came to tnis 
ccuntry, unfamiliar with its language, 
its institutions, its business methods. He 
was without means, without friends, and 
dependent entirely upon his own exer- 
| tions. He was gifted with a clear head, 
1a sound understanding, a courageous spir- 
| it, and a far-seeing mind. He was able 
easily to adapt himself to new condi- 
| tions, and to appreciate with great rapidi- 
| ty new problems as they arose. Wherever 
| he SaW an opportunity to enter upon un- 
Pee me paths, he pursued it diligently. 
The ordinary commercial pursuits did not 
satisfy his ambitions, which were those 
ol a great merchant, endowed with cre- 
ative powers and with initiative. 

Meyer Guggenheim was born on Feb. 1, 
182%, in the little town of Langnau, Switz- 
jerland, where a beautiful home for aged 
Jewish people stands now as a Guggen- 
heim memorial. Until he was nineteen 
years old he worked as a journeyman 
tailor, and then with his widowed tather

him, and assisted in building up the busi- 
ness, until it became the leading one of 
its kind in the United States. 

Although he achieved a distinguished 
| success in this field of activity, he struck 
;out on a new path by entering upon the 
mining ‘ndustry. He acquired a substantial 
interest in the famous A. Y. and Minnie 
mines at Leadville, and applied to this 
new undertaking his powers of adapta- 
ition and careful management which had 
;made of him a great merchant, with the 
|result that he became almost instantly 
| transformed into a great miner. He 
|recognized the tremendous possibilities

Veteran Recently Was Reinstated on 
Force After Dismissal. 


After an illness of less than two days, 
Police Captain John Edward Reardon of 
the Borough Hall Precinct in Brooklyn, 
better known as the license squad, died 
yesterday morning at his home, 172 North 
Sixth Street, Williamsburg. He was born 
in the old Sixth Ward of New York City 
sixty years ago, and ten years later he 
rn oved to Williamsburg. 

Thirty-seven years ago he became a 
policeman in Williamsburg, and after be- 
ing a policeman for ten years, through 
the influence of his brother, the late Al- 
derman Mark A. Reardon, he was pro- 
moted to be a Roundsman, and became a 
Sergeant three days later. In the early 
part of Mayor Van Wyck’s administration 
he was appointed Captain. In the Spring 
of 1902 Deputy Police Commissioner Eb- 
stein preferred charges against Reardon 
regarding his conduct of the Greenpoint 
Avenue Station, and on July 8, 1902, the 
then Police Commissioner Francis V. 
Greene dismissed him from the force. 
Reardon took the matter to the courts, 
and the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. reversed the decision. Capt. Rear- 
don was retired by Police Commissioner 
McAdoo, and was reinstated. 

Recently he was ordered to appear be- 
fore the Board of Police Surgeons. On 
Monday he was taken ill and reported 
sick. He leaves two daughters and two 
sons. One of the former is Nella Bergen, 
wife of De Wolf Hopper.
